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Making Maximum Production 
Article Scientific Principles Applied Breeding and Feeding 


attempting secure the closest possi- 

ble approach the inherited producing 
capacity the Guernsey cow, the first article this series 
was concerned with suggestions regard growing the 
calf and heifer such way make this possible. 
will now assume that our heifer approaching her first 
calving time the case older animals being consid- 
ered prospective cow tested. 


The view held that good test cow feeder and milker 
can aid the cow approaching her full inheritance for milk 
and fat secretion but more. only thus demonstrat- 
ing her inheritance officially verified record that the 
merit the breeding program can conclusively demon- 
strated. There are alibis guess work needed when 
cow given real chance. she fails proof that she 
does not have the required cows that could 
make big records given chance” exist, but why take 
chances with such animals when possible obtain 
proven performance? Many gambles breeding cannot 
prevented but the record production should not one 
them. 


There are few factors general importance which should 
first considered planning testing campaign. Breed- 
ers frequently not take full advantage the numbers 
cows that may tested one time. Most experiment sta- 
tions test six cows milked four times daily, eight cows 
milked three times daily, and twelve fifteen cows when 
milked twice per day. costs more test the 
limit, and the number cows exceeds the limit the second 
run usually cheaper than the first. The second considera- 
tion the best season the year start testing work. Most 
experienced breeders find that cows freshening the fall 
produce the largest amounts milk and butter fat. This 
may due part the fact that during the fall and win- 
ter months the per cent. butter fat milk above the 
average for the year, whereas during the summer months 
the per cent. butter fat below the average. second 
advantage fall testing that the winter season usually 
most favorable for maximum milk flow; then during the 
spring when pasture other succulent soiling crops are 
available milk secretion may temporarily stimulated. 


Cows For Test 


While generally that the average cow 
given rest month six weeks between lactation 
periods, test cows generally require longer period get 
them into the best condition flesh. high condition 
flesh value enabling the cow support the enor- 
mous production milk during the early stages lacta- 
tion before feed consumption has reached maximum. 
During this period the per cent. butter fat the milk will 
also higher because the fat condition the cow. 

While high condition flesh does not necessarily mean 
that the mineral reserve the animal also replenished, 
generally very good indication. The unusual im- 
portance mineral matter for the dairy cow has only re- 
cently been fully realized. milk contains seven pounds 
mineral matter each 1000 pounds average milk, cow 
producing 10,000 pounds milk secretes seventy pounds 
mineral matter per year. This about twice the 
mineral matter skeleton two year old steer. 
15,000 and 20,000 pound Guernsey cows are becoming com- 


mon, the extraordinary need mineral 
matter evident. During the lactation 
period, the skeleton drawn upon supply the defi- 
ciencies the ration. The fitting period should, therefore, 
time mineral storage. Wheat bran one the 
best sources phosphorous and for that reason should 
important constituent the fitting ration. The legum- 
inous hays are rich calcium and are the best sources 
this mineral. 


While has not been proven that supplementary minerals 
are value addition the rations containing 
abundance these elements, steam bone meal composed 
lime and phosphorous, and other mineral mixtures containing 
these compounds are being used some extent.

When fitting cows for the yearly test, desirable 
put rather solid flesh which will come off fairly slowly. 
The following suggested grain mixture which has been 
found produce satisfactory results, although need not 
followed exactly. consists 100 pounds ground 
corn hominy, 100 pounds ground oats, 200 pounds 
wheat bran, 100 pounds oil meal, fifty pounds gluten, 
and fifty pounds cottonseed meal. The amount feed 
will depend upon the age, condition and length time before 
calving. The growing heifer may well fed more protein 
than mature cow. From ten fifteen eighteen pounds 
grain are often fed the larger animals.

addition all the alfalfa hay and corn silage, which 
will consumed, often desirable feed from ten 
fifteen pounds sliced roots aid getting the cows 
eat heartily. Dried beet pulp soaked and sweetened with 
molasses water satisfactory substitute when fresh roots 
are not available. the roots are limited better 
save them fed during the test period instead using 
them during tle fitting period. 


FEEDING AND MANAGEMENT CALVING TIME 


About two weeks before calving time well begin 
making some special preparation for the comfort the 
animal during this critical period. Shortly before calving 
well disinfect the stall. Exercise should limited 
but not stopped entirely. should recognized that cows 
being fitted for test are more subject other troubles, 
difficult parturition, and milk fever. These troubles can 
avoided some extent the animals are kept laxative 
condition feeding linseed oil and succulent feeds. 
purgative, such pound Epsom salts, may needed 
succulent feeds are not available. milk fever outfit 
should kept handy for emergency, milk fever 
always possibility with cows high flesh. 

Recently several investigators Europe have presented

evidence indicating that the cause milk fever due 
deficiency glucose the blood owing the sudden onset 
milk secretion immediately after calving. This explanation 
which has been proven experimentally may help prevent 
milk fever. suggested that may possible pre- 
vent milk fever feeding the dairy cow after parturition 
generous amount readily available sugar, stock molasses 
for example might tried preventive. well known 
that sugar quickly absorbed into the blood and, therefore, 
should possible quickly increase the supply blood 
sugar. milk fever can prevented entirely would 
great boon the official testing cattle. should 
borne mind that the sugar treatment only preventive. 
After the onset milk fever the air treatment should 
used, impossible for the animal take feed due 
paralysis. However, veterinarian present solution 
sugar may injected directly into the blood. 

Shortly before and after calving the grain ration should 
reduced and light, bulky feeds such bran substituted 
for part the heavy feeds. bran mashes soaked 
molasses may prevent milk fever. are also good 
this After calving, the cow should continued 
laxative feeds for the first few days. common mistake 
try feed too much just after calving. After few days, 
she calved normally and has good appetite, the ration 
can increased fairly rapidly the amount being fed 
before calving time. cold weather the cow should 
blanketed and during this critical time given warm water. 


GRAIN FOR YEARLY TEST 


When more known the supplementing value pro- 
teins for milk production, the formulation grain mixtures 
will done more intelligently. present all that can 
done use large variety feeds and observe the results. 
The mixture must palatable, bulky, and produce laxa- 
tive condition. study the feed records the champion 
cows the several breeds shows that wide variety feeds 
have proven successful. has been found that the feeds 
used making the high Guernsey records, the following 
were most popular: wheat bran, ground oats, linseed oil 
meal, dried beet pulp, distillers’ dried grains, cottonseed 
meal, gluten feed, hominy feed, molasses, ground corn, and 
peanut meal. 

distillers’ grains are now unobtainable, Hart and Hump- 
hrey the Wisconsin Station suggest that protein con- 
centrate very high efficiency far its protein con- 
cerned and when alfalfa clover the main roughage used, 
could formed combining gluten feed and corn germ 
meal.

other, pound for pound. Wheat bran and ground oats may 
substituted one for the other. the high protein feeds 
cottonseed meal, linseed oil meal, gluten meal and soy bean 
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oil meal may substituted pound per pound. 
cottonseed meal should not fed exclusively because the 
constipating and toxic properties when heavily fed. 

With the regular grain mixture, the careful feeder often 
substitutes small amounts other feeds its place the 
condition the cow warrants. cow appears 
gradually losing weight sometimes pound corn meal 
can substituted for one pound the regular mixture. 
the cow gaining weight, bran, oats oil meal might 
substituted. Oil meal especially valuable for cow 
out condition. 


choice grade alfalfa clover hay the most desir- 
able dry roughage. The necessary bulk frequently pro- 
vided the form roots dried beet pulp soaked with 
hot water. Molasses often used make more palatable. 
can added the rate one-half pint molasses 
eight ten pounds the dried beet pulp. Feeders often 
feed about three pounds beets beet pulp one pound 
grain. Silage generally fed only small amounts when 
roots are fed, but when roots are not available silage the 
best succulent roughage available. Some feeders sprout 
oats fed limited amounts appetizer. 


BETWEEN MILK SECRETION AND FEED 


Under ordinary conditions the time parturition the 
process milk secretion started. (Experimentally 
has actually been shown that frequent milking the 
pregnant heifer milk secretion appears start about half 
way through gestation.) The flow milk gradually in- 
creases for some time until the peak production reached. 
The length time covered this increase varies consider- 
ably. have found that cows milked four times per day 
reached their maximum production the average about 
thirty-five forty days. examination Guernsey 
records, however, shows that small percentage cows 
continue show increase production for six eight 
and possibly long ten months. 

Following the period maximum production there 
fairly regular decline milk secretion. However, some cows 
decline more rapidly than others. This variation the rate 
decline persistency dependent upon two different 
factors. The first the inheritance the animal for per- 
sistent secretion. The second factor that feeding and 
management including the length pregnancy. Highly 
developed dairy cows left farrow will often continue 
produce milk for several years, while beef cows and animals 
inferior dairy qualities will dry within few months 
even when furnished with abundance feed. The aver- 
age rate decline large number Guernsey cows has 
been found approximately ninety-four per cent. 
the previous month’s production throughout the entire 
period decline milk secretion. 

The persistency milk secretion may determined 
follows: Divide each month’s milk yield (or butter fat yield) 
the production the previous month. doing this 
each month can determined whether not the cow 
producing her proper form not. The average 
these figures for the entire lactation will tell whether not 
the animal’s persistency above below 

EFFECT GESTATION UPON LACTATION 

The effect gestation upon milk secretion has been 
extensively studied. Advanced Register records two 
groups Guernsey cows were compared the Missouri 
station. The first group included cows that were bred during 
the third and fourth months lactation, whereas only

Massachusetts State Meeting 


Cash Income the Association Totals $6878.49 


EPORTING splendid increase the sale milk and 

cream through the efforts the association, and the 
continued good transfer cattle, the Massachusetts Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association met February The meeting 
was held the Chamber Commerce Building and was 
attended fine representation the breeders the state. 
This was the first annual meeting the association since its 
incorporation 1926, though the Massachusetts breeders 
have been organized for many years. 

President John Ames called upon Wigglesworth, 
secretary-treasurer, for the report which showed cash in- 
come the association $6,878.49 and expense 
$7,234.45. The treasurer also reported that there was over 
$200 cash the bank the present time. considering 
the report the field secretary, James Harper, was 
shown that the milk sales had made very marked increase 
during the year. Mr. Harper reported net gain 110,690 
quarts milk over the year 1925. There has been steady 
increase from the low point 43,799 quarts milk Febr- 
uary 57,767 quarts December. The gross income 
the members selling milk through the association amounted 
$62,451.55. this was also added 4,714 bottles cream 
gross income $1,414.20. The net income the 


association reason the one-quarter cent per quart 
amounted $1541.93. 


The second greatest activity the association was the 
sale cattle. Two public sales were held. One the Massa- 
chusetts Consignment Sale, which was fourth among all 
auction sales held during the past year bringing total 
$27,565 average $459.41 for the sixty animals sold. 
The Massachusetts Heifer Auction sale, educational 
feature put the association that brought total 
$3710. Besides these two sales twenty animals were sold 
private sale through the interest the secretary for 
total $8185. Nine these animals were sold outside 
the state, three New Hampshire, four Maine and one 
each New York and Connecticut. 


very successful feature the association work that 
the publishing the Massachusetts Guernsey Bulletin. 
Six issues were printed during the past year and 8740 copies 
distributed average 1457 copies per issue. Sufficient 


advertising was carried make net income the associa- 
tion $440.15. 


The field secretary’s office has been the scene much 
activity. Three thousand forty-nine letters were written, 
sixty-one articles prepared and seventy-nine conferences 
attended. During the Mr. Harper visited nine fairs, 
attended twelve meetings and sales, visited 245 farms and 
traveled 14,398 miles. 


Following the business meeting, luncheon was served after 
which Frank Cummings, director the Division 
Animal Industry Massachusetts gave very fine talk 
tuberculosis eradication the state. Considerable activity 
being shown this time the state authorities help 
control this situation. During the past three years average 
$197,000 has been appropriated towards this work. 
the total number animals slaughtered the autopsy showed 
that the tuberculin test was accurate 95.9 per cent. Plans 
are underway adopt the area testing.

Symptoms, Control and Treatment Infectious Diarrhea 


(Editor’s Note: This the first sev- 
eral articles that will appear the JouRNAL 
upon diseases affecting the herd. presenting these wish 
place before the breeders information regarding some 
the latest findings veterinary science. Many times mis- 
information passed regarding animal diseases and their 
treatment, and hoped that clearer knowledge may 
obtained from study these short articles. While Dr. 
DeVine has prepared these articles for students the vet- 
erinary profession, they will give much light upon the symp- 
toms, treatment and results some our troublesome 
diseases. The articles are not given with the idea pre- 
cluding any veterinary service, but rather help the breeder 
understand the disease which might his herd and 
take the proper care the sick animals and the case 
contagions the necessary prescriptions prevent its spread. 
The day quackery has passed and reliable knowledge has 
taken its place.) 


should like some information help get rid scours 
herd registered Jerseys that have been treating for 
some time. The calves are carried full time and when 
dropped are strong, rugged calves any but within ten 
twelve hours they develop scours and within twenty-four 
thirty-six they die. 

have injected them with all proportions serum from 
ten thirty soon they were dropped and have re- 
peated ten hours but still they died. Then gave them 
the same injection and small tablet sulpho-carbolates. 
That was better. Then gave the serum and tablet 
and mixture containing small amount opium but with 
the same result. have ligated the cord soon dropped 
and painted with iodin when could not get there for 
hour the owner has done it. The serum has been injected 
the same way. 

There has been waiting number hours before treat- 
ment began. The stable, new barn, has been disinfected 
and platform made the cows are not moved the usual 
stall calve, thought the calves might have gotten in- 
fected there. The calves are put new stall where there 
never was cow but they are just bad. Last week two 
calves were born the same day and was there when they 
came and both were injected with thirty Mulford 
serum. eight hours one started scour and was given 
thirty more, and the other twenty Within fourteen 
hours the first was dead and the other scouring. The owner 
gave this one some patented medicine and still alive, 
although gave several doses. 

This herd has never had contagious abortion and very 
seldom that cow slinks her forty-two animals 
bred ready breed year, there have been only two 
abortions and those the cause was different nature. 

there any medicine anything else that can 
should very glad get the help the owner disgusted 
with the results from serum have used considerable 
amount.— 


Being dairy district have for years been forced 
take acute interest this problem. the time took 
the practice veterinary medicine, the writers this 
subject dealing with the channel infection were either 
silent quoted the conclusions Nocard, that white scours 
calves was transmitted chiefly, not solely, through the 
umbilical wound. After few years practice observa- 


tions led doubt this theory. the 
year 1903 saw more this trouble 
community than have seen all the years that have 
followed. seemed every client owning dairy ap- 
pealed for relief from this destroyer. After instituting 
every known form strict sanitation protect the 
umbilical cord from external infection, the trouble still con- 
tinued.

Some associate white scours and abortion while other very 
reliable workers question very positively that there any 
common alliance between abortion and white scours, but 
that they are two distinct etiological entities. Schroeder 
one our authorities who holds this view and communi- 
cation received from him some time ago, gives the fol- 
lowing data experimental evidence gathered the federal 
experiment station Bethesda, Maryland. 

the station have had much abortion disease and 
many abortions, but have not had single case white 
scours, notwithstanding that have had many calves 
healthy cows under observation which were given abortion 
infected foster mothers, and many calves abortion infected 
cows which were given healthy foster mothers.” 

While fact that some herds which abortion 
disease raging, often have many cases udder infec- 
tion and not infrequently such herds many the calves 
that are carried near the end normal gestation 
period, develop highly virulent form white scours, 
likewise true that may and have herds severe abor- 
tion without the slightest evidence white scours. Con- 
versely may have infectious scours with prominent 
evidence abortion disease. 

could give voluminous data heifers aborting, the off- 
spring dams that never aborted; and conversely heifers 
from aborting dams that never aborted when either removed 
from the infection herd when kept the same herd after 
strict sanitation had been carried out. 


SYMPTOMS 


White scours infectious diarrhea calves acute 
infectious disease the newly born calf. The symptoms, 
which may appear from few hours many days after birth, 
are manifested persistent white and frothy diarrhea 
and loss strength, the mortality ranging from fifty 
ninety per cent. Death may occur during the first twenty- 
four hours the disease may run course several days 
weeks, terminating either recovery death, with

Two Day Session Attended 200 Breeders 


ICHIGAN known the world over for the superior 

automobiles which manufactures, but little known 
its Guernsey cattle. the spirit optimism and coopera- 
tion which prevailed during the twenty-second annual meet- 
ing the Michigan State Guernsey Breeders’ Association 
continues, Michigan’s Guernseys will soon become equally 
famous its automobile industry.

FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE 


1925 American Commission comprising Dr. Harry 
Schoening, the United States Bureau Animal In- 
dustry, Dr. Jacob Traum, the University California, 
and Dr. Peter Olitsky, the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research, were sent Europe study the foot and 
mouth disease. Their report has been issued and inter- 
esting note the findings. 

After studying with the best authorities Europe they 
find the foot and mouth disease virus highly infectious, 
extremely small size and has great ability escape 
identification. one the most contagious diseases 
known and can remain living hay garden soil for 
least twenty-five days. 

The resistance foot and mouth disease virus strong 
antiseptics also proved surprisingly great. Whereas 
sixty per cent. alcohol kills ordinary bacteria within min- 
ute failed destroy the virus foot and mouth disease 
twenty-six hours. The virus also showed abnormal re- 
sistance other antiseptics, such acetone, bichloride 
mercury, and cresol. 

close scrutiny methods used Europe for controlling 
foot and mouth disease rigid quarantines showed that 
even the severest form quarantine relatively ineffective 
compared with the prompt slaughter diseased and ex- 
posed animals, practiced the United States. European 
officials with whom the American scientists discussed meth- 
ods combating foot and mouth disease agreed that, when 
its extent limited small percentage the animals, 
the slaughter and clean-up method the only effective one, 
besides being the most economical. 

was thought possible that the commission would 
able determine some new methods handling the dis- 
ease. has been troubled with the foot and mouth 
disease for many years and the present time England 
under quarantine far importing cattle into the United 
States. seems that the only effective method that 
slaughter which has been used the few outbreaks occurring 
our country. speaks well for the scientific investi- 
gators the United States that are present using the 
only known method controlling this dread disease. 
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FREE AREA 


has been determined within the past few years that the 
most successful method controlling tuberculosis dairy 
cattle that the accredited area. this manner moncy 
appropriated for the eradication and control the disease 
does some lasting work. 


marked gain has been made during the year 1926 through 
the different agencies working for the control this 
ease. was reported that 117 new accredited counties and 
six accredited towns have been added the This sum 
makes total 285 counties now the accredited list. 
these 117 counties they have tested 8,796,863 cattle and 
the reactors have been eliminated. 

Since the first the year nineteen counties eleven states 
showing less than one-half one per cent. infection have 
been added the list. The new counties include: 


Idaho, Franklin and Lincoln Counties; Illinois, Crawford 
County; Indiana, Daviess, Kalb, Union, and Vermilion 
Counties; Iowa, Hamilton County; Kentucky, Carroll, 
Grant and Oldham Counties; Maine, Somerset County; 
Nebraska, Lancaster and Phelps Counties; North Carolina, 
Pasquotank County; North Dakota, Walsh County; Penn- 
sylvania, Indiana County; South Carolina, Anderson and 
Oconee Counties. 


support this work Congress has appropriated $1,311,000 
more than last year. The American Dairy Federation sug- 
gested that the total appropriation this year amount 
$5,964,000 carry the work tuberculosis eradication.

IMPORTS DAIRY PRODUCTS

new import record has been established for this country and 
interesting note that the imports butter, cheese 
and condensed milk exceed the exports more than 500,- 
000,000 pounds milk. This establishes new post-war 
peak volume net imports, the imports 1925 were 
equivalent 214,000,000 pounds milk. 


Butter imports and exports were nearly balanced last 
year, until December, when the price butter New York 
exceeded that London enough permit more than 2,000,- 
000 pounds enter this country, even over the tariff. 


Total imports cheese aggregated 78,416,823 pounds 
for the year, and total exports only 3,902,597 pounds, leav- 
ing net import 74,514,226 pounds which equivalent 
745,142,260 pounds milk. Net exports condensed 
and evaporated milk totalled only pounds for 
the year, against more than 836,000,000 pounds 1910. 


Exports condensed and evaporated milk have decreased 
markedly since the war, and cheese imports have increased. 
large quantity the cheese imported made for- 
eign types special varieties, but large quantity Ched- 
dar cheese included. 

Production cheese the United States last year es- 
timated only slightly below that 1925, but net imports 
increased more than 21,000,000 pounds. Canada contributed 
11,835,152 pounds 1926 against 209,695 pounds 1925, 
most coming during the latter half the year 
account low prices cheese abroad, especially England. 

Most the Canadian cheese was used the manuface 
turers processed cheese. The imports from Canada dis- 
placed domestic cheese and depressed prices during the period 
importation.

The top prices paid were 260 guineas ($1,300), 
Dunkels for the bull, Hindhead Robert 6th, and 250 
guineas ($1,250) Mrs. Rich for the famous winning 
cow, Morland Lady Richmond. 

epoch marking sale was that when the Donnington 
herd, belonging Arthur Harris, was dispersed, for this 
was the largest sale auction pure bred Guernsey cattle 
that had ever been held Great Britain. Altogether, 123 
head were sold average close seventy pounds (close 
$300), with top price 210 guineas ($1,050) paid 
Groves for the cow, Donnington Hettie were 
less than seventeen head sold for over the 100 guinea 
mark ($500), very notable occurrence considering that 
money was scarce and agricultural and stock breeding 
conditions depressed throughout the year. 

record price for bulls sold auction Great Britain 
(of the Guernsey breed least) was achieved Major 
Sayer’s dispersal sale when average eighty-one 
pounds, two shillings and five pence was obtained.

The cow 
succeeding premier place was Tregye Maze, seven year 
old cow that yielded 17442.5 pounds milk and 893.05 
pounds butter fat, testing 5.12 per cent. She owned 
Colonel Bolitho. This record any breeder 
any breed could justly proud of.

this high-speed day see every hand the widespread 

influence the right kind publicity properly applied. 
takes various forms, its uses are many, and its value 
builder business and good will immense. Guernsey 
breeders and boosters class are sufficiently wide awake 
and progressive recognize these facts and take advantage 
them large extent. However, being mere humans, 
have not developed this branch our business—among 
others—to the fullest extent its possibilities. 

Being the most vital importance the breed and its 
further development, this publicity matter should receive 
the sincere and earnest consideration every active Guern- 
sey association, and should made permanent project 
with active head within the organization. secretary 
may the best man for the job, might advisable 
create separate office publicity man. either case, 
the success the project dependent primarily upon the 
man charge, with, course, some cooperation from those 
members who take sufficient interest obtain items that 
might used advantage. 

For the needs the ordinary association, great ability 
training the duties the publicity man would not 
required. should able put his ideas into fairly 
readable form and should have the confidence the 
other members and people generally. Industry and 
tegrity seem indispensable for this publicity man. little 
judgment and firm belief and love for the industry and 
breed will also absolutely insure the success the project. 
should not difficult select close approximation 
combination the above qualities from any active Guern- 
sey club. 

The most effective and cheapest publicity consists 
news items telling the performance Guernseys and re- 
lated items. Newspapers, especially those which have 
large percentage farmer readers, might well made the 
for the start the project. Editors are generally glad 
get items that will mterest and possible value 
their readers. Among the subjects that may worked 
advantage are: Notes cows producing good records- 
cow testing association and official; increases production 
due good bulls; meetings; tours; sales; shows; outstanding 
examples success marketing Guernsey products 
premium and on. well help out occasionally 
subjects not strictly Guernsey general dairy interest 
and value the publisher; will appreciate and your 
cause will benefit. 

All the work should not left the publicity man but 
rather look upon his office partly originative and partly 
disseminative. you run across something that might the 
breed some good more people knew about it, get the facts 
and tell him. are good things about Guernseys that 
the world doesn’t line with the foregoing, would 
that some provision might made for obtaining pub- 
licity really worth while items over wider area than 
can reached the local association. This class news 
lot people the JouRNAL cannot reach. So, you have 
state district association, why not put publicity agent 
into action for the purpose collecting all the news 
items the territory covered his organization and re- 
distributing that which could used good advantage. 

These suggestions are the outgrowth experience that 
admittedly limited, but possibly justified the subject. 
Some organized effort along the lines herein seems indicated 
the present trend all business. Isn’t worth the effort?

During the 
first five months pregnancy the eighth month lacta- 
tion, the farrow and the pregnant cows declined milk 
production similar manner.

CHANGE FEED CONSUMPTION 

great interest know the relation between feed 
consumption and milk secretion. The question may 
asked, milk secretion governed the amount feed 
consumed, does feed consumption govern the amount 
milk secreted?” the observation the writer that 
milk secretion increases more less independently feed 
consumption for time the animal high condition 
flesh that she may supply nutrients lacking her feed 
from her body tissue. After this period passed feed con- 
sumption largely governs milk secretion. the other 
hand, however, excess feed will not maintain milk 
secretion above the normal rate decline. 

has been found study Advanced Register cows 
that whereas maximum milk production was reached during 
the second month the consumption protein increased 
gradually for five months while the consumption car- 
bohydrates increased for four months. other words, feed 
consumption increased for long period after maximum milk 
secretion was reached. The same point was shown 
Brooks study the Guernsey class leaders. 
found that grain consumption increased gradually for four 
months, whereas milk secretion reached maximum the 
second month. This clearly indicates that for maximum 
milk secretion feed consumption must gradually increased 
during the lactation long the cow will continue con- 
sume it, rather than discontinue increasing the feed offered 
when maximum milk production reached. 


Test Cows 

the cow average production, spring pasture 
stimulant milk production even though the grass watery 
producing cow, however, generally cannot secure sufficient 
nutrients maintain her production allowed free access 
pasture. often questionable whether desirable 
allow pasture such cows except limited amounts. 
cows are turned pasture the grass should supple- 
mented with what grain and hay they will eat. hour 
two grazing should suflicient gradually making the 
change. place grazing with the consequent excessive 
exercise, soiling crops may substituted with success.

pulmonary lesions. Calves that succumb the first day are 
usually those that are weak and undeveloped. 


With strong calves, frequently the first indications are 
that the calf ceases feed, stands one place with its back 
arched, and staring look; may very much depressed 
and lie down great deal the time. Diarrhea ordinarily 
appears early symptom; the material very fluid, 
first yellowish, later grayish white color; frequently 
frothy containing lumps clotted milk and not infrequently 
blood streaks. The odor described being peculiarly 
and putrid. The parts around the anus are soiled 
and the hair matted. The calf loses flesh rapidly, the flanks 
are hollow, eyes sunken, hair dull, often lying listlessly with 
occasionally grating the teeth, the nose hot and dry, 
the temperature elevated. 


the disease progresses the body may become cold and 
clammy and the temperature subnormal. some animals 
violent straining hurries rapid exhaustion, severe cases 
exhaustion sometimes complete border coma 
for time preceding death. some cases the animal bloats 
considerably, causing pain and uneasiness pressure the 
abdominal walls. cases where the infection apparently 
milder the calf more resistant and the disease manifest 
more chronic form, articular pneumonic symptoms 
may pronounced. 


CONTROL AND TREATMENT 


Finding that all efforts directed the prevention um- 
bilical infection failed, had maternity stalls prepared 
thorough disinfection, the floors limed and newly bedded. 
All animals that had the appearance calving within 
week ten days were thoroughly scrubbed with soap and 
disinfectant and covered with two blankets until they had 
dried, then transferred the maternity stalls the 
section the barn prepared for them. The cows were 
taken from these stalls daily and udders and hindquarters 
thoroughly scrubbed with soap and warm water and their 
vaginas douched with douching powder that has proved 
the most satisfactory anything have used. This powder 
made sterilized sodium chloride and permanganate 
potash. This treatment was continued until the cow 
freshened. 


soon she freshened the first milk was drawn with the 
hope removing the infected milk lying the wells before 
the calf was allowed nurse. There danger removing 
all colostrum such milking since this substance pres- 
ent the udder the new milch cow for several days. The 
calf was then allowed nurse and when finished was sep- 
arated from the dam either movable partition 
tying one end the stall and allowed nurse again only 
when the dam had been properly prepared, that the hind- 
quarters and udder thoroughly washed. This was repeated 
several times daily for few days. After that the calf was fed 
only twice day and then pail. there was any evi- 
dence scours all food was withheld for twelve hours and 
the calf was given dose aromatic oil, made mineral 
containing camphor and eucalyptus. This was followed 
diarrhea mixture containing camphor, kino and formalin. 
The latter was repeated often seemed advisable. Where 


indicated stimulants were given little boiled milk 
adjunct. 


still follow this method treatment our practice 
with the addition course biologics, but thoroughly 
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convinced, after some twenty-five years’ experience and after 
having had the privilege consultation with some the 
very best veterinary practitioners the country, where 
calf scours threatened literally ruin some stockowners, 
that order insure success, biologics must supported 
equally sure that unless the proper use biologics car- 
ried out most faithfully, the stockowner will injured and 
the veterinarian and the treatment condemned. 


illustrate what mean, will cite particular herd 
one the New England states. About eighteen months ago, 
was called consultation the veterinarian charge 
this herd, consisting seventy-two mature pure bred females. 
There were seven living calves the farm. The loss from 
white scours for over year had averaged about ninety 
per cent., notwithstanding that many things had been tried. 
The experience this veterinarian was very much like that 
the one whose inquiry prompted this article. insti- 
tuted sanitary procedure once and instructed the herds- 
man and nightman notify the doctor soon cow 
showed any evidence calving. Either the doctor the 
herdsman accordingly took care the navel. 


Newborn calves received once thirty anti-calf- 
scour serum and two bacterin. Every calf received 
either three four bacterin the fourth fifth 
day following the first dose. large calf, four c.c. were 
given; very small, three c., and week later six 
were given. dose aromatic oil was also given after the 
calf was few hours old. any time calf showed drowsi- 
ness other treatment outlined above was begun and 
another twenty serum given once. there was 
any evidence diarrhea, high enema warm water 
which had been added little bicarbonate soda was also 
given. 

cautioned the herdsman that past experience had 
led believe that each calf would need watched 
and serum given from time time until sufficient period 
had elapsed for the bacterin help establish immuniza- 
tion, which would probably about month. also 
cautioned that this regimen would need kept for 
months until the infection the place had been subdued 
sanitation and lack re-infection. 

Accordingly this treatment was carried out with marked 
vigilance until forty-four calves had been born without 
single loss. Then some one suggested trying 
serum and bacterina with the result that the forty-fifth calf 
died. The method was then put vogue again the 
following summer, making period about year. The 
infection this farm now seems have died down.
